Traffic in 
D.C. Area 
Worsens 


As congestion clears across 
country, region lags in study 

TRANSPORTATION! The twin curse of high 
prices at the pump and unemployment 
near double digits is keeping Americans 
off the roadways, easing traffic delays in 
virtually every metro- 
politan region except 
one: Washington, 

If you’re an aver- 
age driver on the local 
highways and byways, 
you’ll waste about 62 
hours per year crawl- 
ing through miserable 
traffic, according to the 
annual national traffic 
study released Wednes- 
day by the Texas Trans- 
portation Institute. - 

That’s up three hours from 2006 to 2007, 
the last two years studied. 

Despite massive spending on highway 
renewal — including the new Springfield 
interchange, the new Wilson Bridge and Vir- 
ginia’s 1-495 HOT lanes — Washington ranks 
second to Los Angeles among the cities that 
teeter near gridlock twice each day. 

Experts agree that no single approach 
will reverse the trend. They say it will require 
political courage and public willingness to 
sacrifice a little and, perhaps, pay a lot more. 
“The problem is far too big for transporta- 
tion agencies alone to address it adequately,” 
said Tim Lomax, a co-author of the study.

Friends, fans pay last 
respects to pop star 
at somber memorial 

LOS ANGELES I It was not spectacu- 
lar, extravagant or bizarre. There 
were songs and tears but little 
dancing. Instead, Michael Jack- 
son’s memorial was a somber, spir- 
itual ceremony that reached back 
for the essence of the man. 

Singer, dancer, superstar, 
humanitarian: That was how the 
20,000 or so people gathered inside 
the Staples Center arena Monday, 
and untold millions watching 
around the world, remembered 
Jackson, whose immense talents 
almost drowned beneath the spec- 
tacle of his life and fame. 

If there was a shocking moment, 
it came in the form of Jackson’s 
daughter, Paris Michael, who made 
the first public statement of her 11 
years. “Ever since I was bom. Daddy 
has been the best father you could 
ever imagine,” she said, dissolving 
into tears and turning to lean on her 
aunt Janet Jackson, “I just wanted 
to say I love him so much,” 

Outside the arena, the celebri- 
ty-industrial complex that Jackson 
helped create ground on. More 
than 3,000 police officers massed 
downtown to keep the ticketless 
at bay.

golden casket as it was driven over 
blocked-off freeways to Staples 
Center.

The ceremony ended with Jack- 
son’s family onstage, amid a choir, 
singing “Heal the World.” 

“All around us are people of dif- 
ferent cultures, different religions, 
different nationalities,” Smith said 
as he closed the memorial service.

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Doc Hails Kidney Swaps 



Surgeons transplant 
8 organs in chain of 
multistate exchanges 

BALTIMOREIA transplant surgeon 
who completed an unprecedent- 
ed eight-way kidney swap this 
week said Tuesday he thinks such 
intricate, multistate exchanges 
can drastically reduce the num- 
ber of patients waiting for eligi- 
ble donors. 

Dr, Robert Montgomery, chief 
transplant surgeon at Johns Hop- 
kins Hospital, and doctors at four 
hospitals in four states transplant- 
ed eight kidneys over three weeks 
in what he called the largest chain 
of donations in history, 

“We finally beat the 'Grey’s 
Anatomy’ record for domino 
transplants,” Montgomery joked 
at a news conference hours after 
the last in a series of surgeries 
was completed Monday night. 
“We hope this creates a move- 
ment that encourages other trans- 
plant centers to adopt the model 
we used.” 

The donor pool in the United 


States could facilitate 1,500 trans- 
plants per year if transplant cen- 
ters nationwide participated in 
computer modeling that match- 
es donors with recipients, Mont- 
gomery said. 

Multiple-kidney transplants 
occur when several people who 
need transplants have friends or 
relatives who are willing to donate 


kidneys but aren’t compatible. A 
chain of surgeries is arranged in 
which each donor is matched with 
a transplant candidate who they 
don’t know but who is compatible 
with the kidney being given up. 

Ten doctors performed 
16 surgeries on the eight donors 
and eight recipients at four hos- 
pitals.

Sporting fishing waders and a 
T-shirt, Palin defended her deci- 
sion to resign as Alaska’s governor 
in half a dozen interviews broad- 
cast and published Tuesday morn- 
ing.

ed media outlets 
to Dillingham, 
where she was 
fishing. 

Palin refused 
to rule out a 2012 
Palin presidential run, 

and told CNN 

that “all options are on the table” 
for her future. 

“I don’t know what doors will be 
open or closed by then,” the Repub- 
lican told Time magazine. 

But she told ABC’s “Good 


Morning America” that she recog- 
nizes she might not have political 
staying power after her surprise 
resignation Friday. 

“I said before ... 'You know, 
politically speaking, if I die, I die. 
So be it,”’ she said. “I’m not going 
to take the comfortable path. I’m 
going to take the right path for 
the state.” 

“That caught people off guard. 
... It’s out of the box and uncon- 
ventional. That’s what we are as 
Alaskans and certainly how I am

Officials set curfew 
after ethnic violence 
erupts on the streets 

URUMQI, CHINA I Sobbing Muslim 
women scuffled with riot police, 
and Chinese men wielding steel 
pipes, meat cleavers and sticks 
rampaged through the streets Tues- 
day as ethnic tensions worsened in 
China’s Xinjiang territory, forcing 
officials to declare a curfew. 

The new violence in Xinjiang’s 
capital erupted only a few hours 
after the city’s top officials told 
reporters the streets in Urumqi 
were returning to normal after a 
riot that killed 156 people Sunday. 
The officials also said more than 
1,000 suspects had been rounded 
up since the spasm of attacks by 
Muslim Uighurs against Han Chi- 
nese, the ethnic majority. 

The chaos returned when hun- 
dreds of young Han men seek- 
ing revenge began gathering on 
sidewalks with kitchen knives, 
clubs, shovels and wooden poles. 
They spent most of the afternoon 
marching through the streets. 


smashing windows of Muslim res- 
taurants and trying to push past 
police protecting minority neigh- 
borhoods. Riot police successfully 
fought them back with tear gas and 


a massive show of force. 

At one point, the mob chased 
a boy who looked like he was a 
Uighur. The youth, who appeared 
to be about 12, climbed a tree. 


and the crowd tried to whack his 
legs with their sticks as the terri- 
fied boy cried. He was eventually 
allowed to leave unharmed.

nesses said groups of about 10 
Uighur men with bricks and knives 
attacked Han Chinese passers-by 
and shop owners outside the city’s 
southern railway station.

Pope Calls for New Financial Order 


Benedict XVI urges 
ethical economics in 
wake of global crisis 

VATICAN CITY I Pope Benedict XVI 
called Tuesday for a new world 
financial order guided by ethics 
and the search for the common 
good, denouncing the profit-at- 
all-cost mentality blamed for 
bringing about the global finan- 
cial meltdown. 

In the third encyclical of his 
pontificate, Benedict pressed for 
reform of the United Nations and 
international economic and finan- 
cial institutions to give poorer 
countries more of a say in inter- 
national policy. 

“There is urgent need [for] a

true world political authority” 
that can manage the global econ- 
omy, guarantee the environment 
is protected, ensure world peace 


and bring about food security for 
the poor, he wrote. 

The 144-page document “Char- 
ity in Truth” was in the works for 
two years, and its publication 
was repeatedly delayed to incor- 
porate the fallout from the crisis. 
It was released a day before lead- 
ers of the Group of Eight indus- 
trialized nations meet to coor- 
dinate efforts to deal with the 
global meltdown, signaling a clear 
Vatican bid to prod leaders for a 
financially responsible future and 
what it considers a more socially 
just society. 

“The economy needs ethics in 
order to function correctly — not 
any ethics, but an ethics which is 
people centered,” Benedict wrote.

Proposed crackdown 
on acetaminophen 
would be widely felt 

C H I GAG 0 I Proposed limits on Tyle- 
nol, a painkiller as common as pain 
itself, have left many consumers 
fearful, confused and wondering 
where to turn for relief 

The potential government 
crackdown on acetaminophen, 
Tylenol’s main ingredient, would 
affect everyone from occasional pill 
poppers to chronic pain sufferers 
who rely on daily doses to make 
their lives more bearable. 

If adopted by the Food and 
Drug Administration, the changes

would lower the maximum over- 
the-counter Tylenol dose and 
would ban two narcotic painkill- 
ers, Vicodin and Percocet, which 
also contain acetaminophen, 
Sharon Waldrop, a mother 
of two young boys in Royal Oak, 
Mich,, takes Tylenol regularly for 
severe muscle pain. She knows 
about liver damage risks but says 
she “could not get by” with the 
proposed lower doses. 

Karen Palmer of Cincinnati 
takes Percocet for debilitating 
rheumatoid arthritis and says it 
took five years to find medicine 
that helps. “I don’t want to have to 
go through that all over again,” 
Dr, Ronnie Mandal, an inter- 


nist at Chicago’s Swedish Covenant 
Hospital, says he’s received calls 
from worried elderl y patients who 
saw the news on TV last week, 

“Most of them are wondering. 
Is it safe for me to use?”’ he said. 

For those on Tylenol, the short 
answer — from Mandal and other 
physicians — is yes, if used judi- 
ciously. 

For users of the proposed 
banned narcotic drugs, which 
one liver expert likened to candy 
mixed with poison, options would 
be more limited. 

“If these drugs were not avail- 
able to our patients, there would 
be a stampede toward the doctor 
to try to figure out an alternative 
treatment for them because they’re 
such widely used drugs,” said Dr, 
Gil Fanciullo of the American Pain 
Society, lindsey tanner (ap)

D.C. Council member Marion 
Barry hired then-girlfriend Donna 
Watts -Brighthaupt to work on 
his staff shortly after they began 
dating last year, according to city 
records. 

Watts-Brighthaupt, 40, has 


been paid at least $10,000 to 
work as a contractor for Barry’s 
council office and was hired in 
October, two months after she 
has said she began dating Barry. 
The money comes from Barry’s 
taxpayer-funded budget as a coun- 
cil member. 

Barry, 73, was charged by U.S. 
Park Police with misdemeanor

GOP Va. governor 
hopeful mum on aid 
from Alaska governor 

RICHMOND, VA. | If Virginia’s 
Republican candidate for gov- 
ernor wants Alaska Gov. Sarah 
Palin’s help this fall, his campaign 
isn’t saying so.

As for fundraising, we are work- 
ing on our schedule for the fall,” 
said Bolling campaign manager 
Matt Wells. 

While McDonnell’s advis- 


ers ponder whether to embrace 
Palin, there’s no such indecision 
for Republican Ken Cuccinelli, one 
of the state Senate’s most conser- 
vative members. 

“Hey, I’ll bring in Sarah Palin; 
you let [Democrat] Steve Shannon 
bring in [House Speaker] Nancy 
Pelosi,” said Cuccinelli’s chief 
adviser, Chris LaCivita.

M U S I C I If you go to underground 
rapper Cage’s Wikipedia page, 
you’ll find only one description 
for his specific brand of hip-hop: 
horrorcore, the intensely violent, 
lyrically death metal-esque genre 
that counts Insane Clown Posse 
and Necro among its ranks. 

But if you actually listen to 
Cage’s latest album, “Depart from 
Me,” you might be tempted to log 
onto his page and do some edit- 
ing, because Satanic this ain’t — 
gone is the man who once identi- 
fied with Alex from “A Clockwork 
Orange” and wrote songs about 
doing drugs, raping women and 
unleashing rampant amounts of 
violence. In his place, rather, is a 
new Chris Palko, a man trying to 
put his crazy past behind him. 

Short version: military father 
was addicted to heroin and abused 
Palko; Palko becomes addicted to 
drugs; spends 18 months in a psy- 
chiatric hospital where he’s used to

test Prozac; becomes suicidal; is 
released and starts a rap career. 

But “Depart From Me” is less 
a slice of Palko ’s life and more 
of an experiment in maturity. 
The result, though, is a some- 
what uneven effort that pits 
Cage against all of the changes 
he’s made to his sound to make 
the album more accessible to the 
mainstream: rock-oriented gui- 
tars and synthesizers instead of 
samples; song structures mix- 
ing rapping and singing; lyrics 
about universal problems instead 
of specific situations from his 
own life. 

These stylistic tweaks draw 
away from Cage’s own dynam- 
ic quality, forcing him out of 
his comfort zone (where he was 
fantastic) and more into an awk- 
ward middle ground. When Cage 
is reaching into his own memo- 
ries to write about the death of 
close friend Camu Tao or the 
lameness of fake friends, he’s 
fine. But when he incorporates 
too many new elements at once, 
his songs sink under that weight.

Smarts 
Are Soul 
Stirring 

A serious, cerebral 
album from Maxwell 
still seduces listeners 
with a poetic vibe 

MUSIC I The best way to listen 
to Maxwell’s new “BLACKsum- 
mers’ Night” is with the volume 
turned all the way up. The R&B 
artist hasn’t turned toward heavy 
metal during the eight years he has 
spent between releasing albums; 
this one, like his previous three, 
is full of meditative jams written 
on the continuum between ardor 
and heartache. 

But as genteel and deceptive- 
ly traditionalist as is Maxwell’s 
veneer, he always has been bent 
on taking urban music forward: 
He just takes obsessively care- 
ful, small steps, best appreciated 
through close attention. 

And he believes, passionately, 
in dynamics. Many of the songs on 
“BLACKsummers’ Night,” the first 
part of a trilogy Maxwell plans to 
unfold over the next few years, are 
structured around a short musical 
phrase, played on a keyboard or gui- 
tar, on which ever)Tthing else loops 


and builds. (Doesn’t that sound like 
Radiohead’s approach? That’s an 
inspiration Maxwell has cited.) 

Yet Maxwell is still a great seduc- 
er. He’s known as a ladies’ favorite 
and purveyor of “baby-making” 
soundtracks, and many songs here 
— whether the directly seductive 
“Stop the World” or the mournful 
but still sexy “Pretty Wings” — drip 
plenty of candle wax. 

But let’s give Maxwell’s female 
fans a little credit for intelligence. 
His music is libidinally compelling 
because it is complex. Following 
the example of his acknowledged

influence, A1 Green, Maxwell’s 
singing teases out the subtle gra- 
dations of feeling in a lyric — even 
a dubiously “poetic” one like, “Hell 
hath no fury like the flurry of your 
snow” — to express how sexual joy 
intertwines with loneliness. 

Maxwell promises more hopeful 
fare on his next installment, and, 
overall, “BLACKsummers’ Night” 
does seem like the first movement 
in a larger piece. Still, for people 
who like their pop delicate and 
unapologetically deep, this is one 
for turning up loud and wallowing.

A virtually unknown 
island rewards those 
who spot it on a map 

DESTINATIONS I Imagine a place 
isolated enough that dissidents 
of the state were sent into exile 
there. 

Now, make that place so intoxi- 
cating that some exiles choose to 
settle there. 

That’s Folegandros, a rugged 
Greek island in the Aegean Sea. 

It is smaller, harder to reach 
and virtually unknown compared 
to many other Greek islands that 


draw tourists from around the 
world. It is harder to pronounce, 
too (foe-LAY-gan-dross), and 
doesn’t boast any major ruins. 

Cruise ships don’t call. Most 
island-going tourists don’t, either. 
That means Folegandros is left to 
those who spot it on a map. 

My wife and I were two of those 
lucky few, taking five days to soak 
up the sun’s steady rays, gobble the 
local specialties of sweet cheese 
and fresh-caught sea bream and 
ply the miles of goat paths that 
lead across hills of sage. 

Folegandros is about eight miles 
long, and traversing its length is a

short car trip on the narrow, two- 
lane road that connects the island’s 
three main villages. 

The people of Folegandros for 
generations were as rugged as the 
parched island, collecting rainwa- 
ter in cisterns and building miles 
of stone walls around fields of 
wheat and barley. 

This is the place exiles found 
when they arrived in the 1930s. 
Some decided they were suited to 
the tight-knit island community 
woven around a simple life. Their 
stories are kept in Folegandros’ 
historical archives, local guide- 
books say. MARC LEVY (AP) 


U.N. Adds 13 Sites to Heritage List 


TREASURES I Italy’s Dolomite 
mountains were among 13 sites 
added to UNESCO’s world heri- 
tage list. 

Other new natural sites added 
to the list included the Wadden Sea 


wetlands, an area rich in wildlife in 
Germany and the Netherlands; and 
northern China’s Mount Wutai, a 
sacred Buddhist site known for its 
five flat peaks and a landscape 
with 53 monasteries. 


But in a rare move, UNESCO 
dropped Germany’s Elbe River val- 
ley at Dresden from the heritage 
list because of a bridge under con- 
struction across the river, saying 
this spoils the landscape. 

Dresden, whose historic center 
has been painstakingly restored 


since it was ravaged by Allied 
bombs in 1945, is often referred to 
as the Elorence of the Elbe because 
of its baroque architecture. 

The U.N. agency’s World Her- 
itage Committee announced the 
additions to the list at a June meet- 
ing in Seville, Spain, (ap)

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Make Room for the Macaron 


Move over, cupcake! 
An old Parisian treat 
is the newest star of 
the dessert table 

Francophiles might celebrate Bas- 
tille Day on July 14 with a glass of 
bubbly. Michel Giaon marks it by 
whipping egg whites and grating 
almonds. The French national holi- 
day is the busiest time of year for 
the Arlington pastry chef, whose 
online confectionary Michel Patis- 
serie (Michelpatisserie.com), sells 
Parisian macaron cookies for par- 
ties in D.C. and elsewhere. 

Even those not feting liberty 
and fraternity this weekend might 
want to invite the increasingly 
popular, bite-size pastries to their 


next dinner soiree or bridal show- 
er. “Were seeing growing interest 
year-round,” Giaon says. The poker 
chip-size puffs even figured into a 
recent plot on “Gossip Girl.” 

To be clear, the Parisian maca- 
ron (which rhymes with bonbon, 
though it’s often Americanized into 
“macaroon”) has little in common 
with the similarly named coco- 
nut cluster. Instead, the macaron 
consists of two flavored meringue 
rounds — baked from almond 
flour, egg whites and powdered 
sugar — sandwiched around abut- 
tercream or ganache filling. 

From there, pastry chefs experi- 
ment with flavors. Chocolate, pis- 
tachio and vanilla are standard; 
Giaon also hawks coffee, salted 
caramel and mango. Georgetown’s 


Patisserie Poupon (1645 Wisconsin 
Ave. NW; 202-342-3248) comes 
up with subtle riffs such as lemon 
or cinnamon. And at Praline (4611 
Sangamore Road, Bethesda; 301- 
229-8180), comfort combos such 
as peanut butter and jelly and 
banana- chocolate fly out of the 
shop. Macarons have become so 


hot, the bakery even offers a jumbo 
version the size of a cake. 

Legend says that Renaissance 
royal Catherine de Medici (or her 
chefs, an 5 way) brought macarons to 
France from Italy in the 14th centu- 


ry. Today’s sandwich version is cred- 
ited to famed Parisian pastry shop 
Laduree. Tourist itineraries of Paris 
now often include Laduree’s center 
city headquarters, where lines fre- 
quently form around the block. 

In D.C., macaron fans often 
start as travelers who have nibbled 
the treats in the City of Light. “We 


keep a sign outside touting them, 
and people will run in, wildly excit- 
ed,” says Eric Nelson, co-owner of 
ACKC (1529C 14th St. NW; 202- 
387-2626), which stocks Michel 
Patisserie macarons. 


What makes the macaron 
appealing to foodies is its complex 
texture: the crunch of meringue, 
the burst of filling. “A perfect 
macaron is neither crumbly [nor] 
chewy. It almost melts in your 
mouth,” says Fabrice Bendano, 
pastry chef at Alain Ducasse res- 
taurant Adour (923 16th St. NW; 
202-509-8000), where every din- 
ner ends with a plate of the petite 
sweets.
